Middle Distance 


An observation by John Hislop in an 
article published by the Sporting Life 
(London): 


In stressing recently the importance of 
the middle-distance horse to thoroughbred 
breeding in this country, I drew attention 
to the fact that, in spite of the American 
demand for fast horses, speed alone is not 
the chief quality sought in our bloodstock 
by buyers from the U. S. A. 

This is borne out by the record abroad 
of exported English or Irish sires. The 
most consistently successful stallions of 
this category in America during the last 
fifteen years have been Alibhai, Heliop- 
olis, Mahmoud, Khaled, Nasrullah, Prince- 
quillo, and Blenheim. Not one of these 
was a sprinter and all have middle-distance 
pedigrees, 


The Sign 


A lady telephoned last week to inquire 
when the sign would be right for weaning. 
The question was mildly surprising, and 
while we thumbed for the answer we asked 
whether someone was about to wean a 
Thoroughbred yearling. 

“Oh, no.” said the lady. “This is a baby. 
A friend of mine wants to wean her baby 
when the sign is right.” 

The sign was right right now, if the 
rules were the same for Homo sapiens as 
for horses. 

“They're the same, all right,” she told 
us, and added, in a tone that carried with 
it the authority of experience: “I know.” 

It seems just possible that the intellect- 
ual heirs of Sigmund Freud have not con- 
sidered this astrological aspect of the 
science of twig-bending. We didn’t feel 
qualified to interrogate our caller on the 
social adjustment of infants weaned when 
the sign was in the leg, but we began at 
once to imagine all sorts of frightening 
results of deviating from the accepted rule. 

Suppose, for instance, that an ignorant 
mother made the mistake of weaning a 
child when the sign was in the head. This 
unfortunate infant probably would be af- 
flicted with sinusitis, tonsilitis, adenoiditis, 
encephalitis. rhinitis. auritis, iritis, dan- 
druff., baldness, myopia. euphoria, strabis- 
mus. and logorrhea. and might even grow 
up to be an egghead. It might be subject 
to oral incorporation, generalized hostility. 
free-floating anxiety, repression, depres- 
sion, suppression, lowered ego strength, 
supercilious id, and granulated rectitude. 

Even before we got down to Taurus the 
Bull (The Neck), we were so terrified that 
we went back to work. But not without 


resolving to warn all our younger friends 
not to wean any children until the sign is 
in the legs—no higher than the knees, at 
the very least. By taking this precaution 
they present the smallest possible target 
to certain demons who were dispossessed 
as gods somewhere around 4600 B. C., but 
who, being immortal, cannot be excluded 
from working their mischief on us. Un- 
less, of course, we know when the sign 
is right. 


On Gentlemen 


J. Fairfax-Blakeborough, sage of the 
Turf in the north of England, commenting 
on certain gentlemen riders in an article 
in the Sporting Life (London): 


To these amateurs the remark once made 
at a Border meeting by clerk of the course 
Mr. Geo. Mulcaster (grandfather of Mr. 
Clerk of the Scales, S. Mulcaster, of 
today) does not apply. 


There had been some dispute at scale 
(as there often was in those days) as to 
whether a certain rider was qualified to 
ride in a race for gentlemen jockeys. 


His indignant reply to the objectors 
was: “Of course I’m eligible! I hunt three. 
days a week; drink a bottle of wine to my 
dinner, and I keep a mistress.” 


Mr. Mulcaster’s final summing-up 
clinched the matter. He said: “There’s a 
lot of amateur ‘bumpers’ who don’t know 
that they are gentlemen until they see 
‘Mr.’ in front of their names in the num- 
ber-board.”

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Formula for a Mess of Pottage 


The first chapter in the book of cliches 
of race track management in the United 
States says that the way to greater profits 
is through more racing, that is. more races 
per day and more racing days per year. 

This is a simple formula. Almost any- 
body can understand it. Almost nobody 
seems to understand it well enough to 
recognize its danger. 


Now comes the governor of New Jersey 
with instructions for his counsel, the state 
treasurer, and the racing commission to 
study whether the state should (1) operate 
the 3 running tracks which are now under 
private management and on a profit basis, 
(2) require 9-race programs, (3) extend 
the season for Thoroughbred racing, (4) 
provide for night racing at harness tracks. 

The only item the governor missed in the 
first chapter of the book of cliches was 
the subsection entitled: Never Lower the 
Take-Off; Always Raise It. The text goes 
on to explain that people enjoy losing 
money so much that it is a matter of no 
consequence how fast they lose it. Odds 
are 3 to 5 that the matter of raising the 
take will be added to the agenda for study. 

The governor of New Jersey is a most 
enlightened man, but he has been reading 
the wrong book—or rather, reading the 
book wrong. The famous cliches are in fact 
a satirical essay, written by Mr. Scratch. 
hero of The Devil and Daniel Webster, 
with his usual purposes in mind. The orig- 
inal title, of course, was Good Intentions. 
If the governor has in mind the same re- 
sults as Mr. Scratch contemplated, he has 
made an excellent beginning. 

Concerning state operation of race 
tracks, the book says: “Take it all.” The 
difference between all and what the state 
now gets is the relatively small amount 
paid out to investors of capital. If the 
capital is put up by the state, it will earn 
about as much as it would cost in interest. 
or perhaps a bit less. Even in the unlikely 
event that management remained as effi- 
cient under political direction. the gain 
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from state control would be negligible or 
nil. What the state now gets is gross in- 
come minus operating expenses, including 
expenses for use of capital; that is what 
it would get in any case. 


On 9-race programs and longer seasons. 
the book says: “As long as the suckers will 
bite, throw them the hook.” Proof of this 
proposition is given by Mr. Scratch in a 
chapter entitled “The Mathematics of Con- 
venience.” If the betting on 8 races is 8x, 
Old Scratch says, the betting on 9 races 
will be 9x: on 10 races. 10x; on N races.

Let the calculator beware of such devil- 
ish formulas. The algebra of the horse 
player is complicated by the fact that his 
share of x diminishes by 16 per cent or 
thereabouts every time he puts it through 
the tote. If he wins, he plays it back, and 
the tote takes another bite; if he loses, he 
goes home, and he is less likely to return 
next week. The mathematics becomes 
terribly involved. Perhaps the governor 
would like to send over to Princeton and 
ask for an equation which would show the 
optimum number of races per day and per 
season. But perhaps he doesn’t need the 
experts in theory of games. 

In New York last year they increased the 
daily programs from 8 to 9 races. They 
also opened a $33.000.000 track which en- 
closed a minor portion of Long Island’s 
outdoors. Leaving Aqueduct aside, we can 
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determine whether the Law of Scratch 
applied to Belmont Park, Jamaica, and 
Saratoga. These 3 tracks had 210 days of 
racing in 1958 and 146 days in 1959; at- 
tendance was 4,732.655 in 1958, and 3,144.- 
599 in 1959; mutuel turnover, $415.571,574 
and $2,.297,745,533. 

The comparison must be made from 
daily averages. On this basis, attendance 
declined from 22,536 to 21,538; mutuel 
turnover rose from $1,987,912 to $2,039,- 
353. Attendance was down 998 per day, or 
4.4 per cent; mutuel pools were up $51,441 
per day, or 2.6 per cent. The number of 
races offered was up about 12.5 per cent. 

Thus the betting on 9 races was not 9x, 
but 8.026x. And what was gained in take- 
off was lost in extra expense and in 
smaller attendance. 

Annual variations in attendance and 
mutuel turnover may be influenced by eco- 
nomic conditions, weather, and other fac- 
tors, of course. But the external conditions 
for horse players in New York were not 
greatly different from conditions in New 
Jersey. Hence we have a control, a basis 
of comparison for the behavior of players 
in a state which held to 8 races a day 
with that in a state where the number of 
races was increased from 8 to 9. 

In New Jersey, where the number of 
racing days and number of betting races 
remained constant for the 2 years, average 
daily attendance rose from 18,773 to 
19.541 and average daily mutuel turnover 
rose from $1,751,425 to $1,792,057. The 
rise in attendance was 4.1 per cent; in 
wagering. 2.3 per cent. The increase in 
turnover was $40,632, as compared with 
New York’s rise of $51,441. 

New Jersey’s gain over 1958, without 
adding an extra race, was in the ratio of 
1.023 to 1. New York’s gain, with 9 races 
in 1959 against 8 in 1958, was in the ratio 
of 1.026 to 1. And New Jersey had a gain 
in attendance, instead of a loss. 

Does New Jersey wish to risk the good 
will of the customers it now has for a 
.003 mess of pottage?

Bally Ache Overwhelmed His Rivals iv

Trainer H. J. Pitt, owner Leonard Fruchtman, and jockey Bob Ussery wore 3'4-length grins in the winner’s 
circle after Bally Ache’s comparatively easy victory over Victoria Park in the Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah.

Miami. On February 20 at Hialeah Park. 
trainer Horatio Luro sent out the Cana- 
dian-born Victoria Park, and the colt be- 
came favorite for the Flamingo Stakes. He 
had overcome the front-running Bally 
Ache and had run 1,5 miles in 1:4035. 
beating the track record by 145 seconds. 
It was a stunning victory, and the winner 
had finished with something left. 

Luro, a dapper gentleman from Argen- 
tina, had the problem of finding a rider 
in the Flamingo. Manuel Ycaza had rid- 
den in the warm-up, but he was committed 
to Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands in the big 
one. On the Monday after Victoria Park’s 
race, Luro fought off a horde of jockey 
agents as he walked to the racing secre- 
tary’s office. 

“How many agents have seen me? 
Approximately feefty.” Luro said. “But it 
does not matter who rides this horse. When 
you have a Cadillac, anyone can drive it.” 
Luro hinted that Eric Guerin would get the 
job. 

Bally Ache, the Flamingo favorite before 
running into Victoria Park, had come out 
of the race splendidly. 

“He came back better than he ever did.” 
said groom Bud Bigerstaff. “He was a 
little leg-tired, naturally, but he wasn’t 
blowing much at all. He ate up good that 
night, and was playing around like always 
when I walked him the next morning. 

“The boy (Bob Ussery) let him run too 
fast, but we all make mistakes. I’m glad 
it happened in this one instead of the 
Flamingo. 

“This is a helluva colt—a lot better than 
people think. He doesn’t have to have the 
lead; he can be rated a little, just so’s 
you don’t choke him down. He'll run big 
Saturday.” 

Jimmy Pitt, trainer of Bally Ache, was 
impressed with Victoria Park, but not 
overawed. 

“He’s won one race in this country be- 
fore the last one,” Pitt said. “He'll have 
to win again Saturday before I’m con- 
vinced. You know darn well Bally Ache’s 
not going to run that fast the first three- 
quarters this time. When I saw the frae- 
tions go up on the board I cringed. 

“Now I don’t want this to sound like 
boasting, but think what happened to the 
horses who beat Bally Ache last year. 
Every one of ’em had trouble after they 
did—it took so much out of ’em. Look at 
Vital Force, Sky Clipper, Venetian Way— 
even Warfare. I’m not saying the same 
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thing will apply to Victoria Park. I’m just 
saying what happened last year.” 

The Flamingo picture turned devil’s red 
on the Monday preceding the race. Jimmy 
Jones sent out 2 Calumet Farm colts. and 
when the race was over. Jimmy had an

The Heavenly Body 


Miami. “What kind of horse is she? A great little filly, just a running 
machine. That’s the way I think about her.” 

The opinion of Heavenly Body was that of her trainer, Woody Stephens, and 
anyone who saw the striking filly run would agree with it. 

In the money in each of 6 starts as a 2-year-old—all but one of the races a 
stakes—Heavenly Body never was entirely sound. Tragically, she may never race 


“She’s up at John Ward’s farm in Lexington,” Stephens said. “I'll take a look 
at her in the spring and decide what to do. I may not be able to run her again.” 


Ward told The Blood-Horse this week that Heavenly Body’s racing career 
was over. A “floating” chip in her right knee had not responded to treatment, and 
on Monday, February 29, she was sent to Claiborne Farm to be bred to *Turn-to. 


Heavenly Body, a Cain Hoy Stable home-bred, by Dark Star—Dangerous 
Dame, by *Nasrullah, made her debut June 12, 1959, at Belmont Park. She broke 
on the lead, widened on her field every step of the way, and won by 15 lengths 
over Rash Statement. Her time for 5 furlongs was :5825. But there had been one 
disturbing factor in her otherwise stunning effort; she had borne out badly through 


“Her ankle bothered her some right from the start,” Stephens said. “It took 
a while before we could keep her straight.” 

Heavenly Body then ran in the Arlington Lassie Stakes. She broke alertly, 
was 2 lengths in front turning for home, but then again bore out, getting beaten 2 
necks on the wire by Monarchy and My Dear Girl. 

Stephens returned the filly to Saratoga for the Schuylerville Stakes, and she 
suffered the same fate, drifting out in the stretch and losing by three-quarters of 


It was back to Chicago for the Princess Pat Stakes. Stephens put cup blinkers 
on Heavenly Body, and for the first time she did not come away with her usual 
speed. “They make me like a sandwich,” jockey Manuel Ycaza said after the race. 

Going into the far turn seventh in the 11]-horse field, Ycaza set her down on 
the rail, and Heavenly Body closed with a tremendous rush to beat Pierpontella 
by 134 lengths, running the 6 furlongs in 1:0944. At no point had she tried to 


For the Matron Stakes, at Belmont, Stephens took off the blinkers. “With 
those long, sweeping turns, I didn’t think she’d need them,” Woody explained, and 
he was right again. Heavenly Body romped to an 8-length victory over Irish Jay. 

Her next start was her last of the year, and, possibly, the last of her career. 
This was the Gardenia Stakes and Woody now regrets that he ran her. 

“You know how it goes—all that money, and if you win it you’re the 2-year-old 
filly of the year. So we tried her—and we took the worst of it all the way. 

“She’d gone wrong after the Matron, popped her (left) knee. She wasn’t right 
going into the Gardenia, and the slop didn’t help one little bit. She was falling 
down the whole way. At that, she just missed finishing second. Two more jumps 
and she would have passed Blue Crooner.” 

My Dear Girl won by 5 lengths. Heavenly Body was third, a neck behind 


Early last winter trainer Bill Stephens, Woody’s brother, was asked about

entry. Pied d’Or zipped to the lead and 
ran away. winning by 4 lengths and equal- 
ing the 1:22 track record for 7 furlongs. 
Hillsborough. with Calmet’s regular rider 
Steve Brooks. was last in the backstretch 
then closed with a rush to finish second. 
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Luro weighted the rest of the field, 
denied that Victoria Park should be 
favored. 

“We beat Bally Ache, yes, but you must 
consider that we were getting weight 
(124 to 118). Bally Ache has accomplished 
more than Victoria Park. I agree that Bally 
Ache is not advantageous at a mile and an 
eighth; his breeding does not indicate that 
he wants to go that far. But Troilus won 
this race last year. and no one thought he 
wanted a mile and an eighth. either. | 
think Bourbon Prince is the horse to beat. 


Strictly. He is improving, he is at his right 
distance. Do not forget I raced both his 
sire (*Princequillo) and dam (Lyceum). 
The Calumet colts keep improving. Moslem 
Chief's last 2 races were very good.” 
“Mr. Taylor puts all his yearlings up 
for sale every year.” Luro said. “He does 
not hold any out. Victoria Park was avail- 
able to anyone who wanted to pay $12.500 
for him. No one did. The ‘experts’ said he 
was pigeon-toed.

August, it was with the intention of run- 
ning him in the Saratoga Special. But he 
was not ready. so I declined the issue. | 
believe he grabbed a quarter leaving the 
gate in his last race in Canada. We waited 
until the Seashore at Atlantic City.” 

Victoria Park raced with the pace in 
the Seashore. then tired to finish fourth. 
It was the same story in his next start. the 
World’s Playground Stakes.

Luro said. “He was over-anxious.

“He can go a mile and a half, certainly. 

His sire 
is Chop Chop, a brilliant horse; I can 
remember when he beat my *Princequillo 
in the Empire City at Jamaica (1943), and 
it was a mile and _ three-sixteenths. The 
dam (Victoriana) is a full sister to Cana- 
diana. who already produced Bull Vic. 
Bull Vic was the best 2-year-old in Canada 
in 1958. but he went wrong at 3.” 

On the day before the Flamingo. Pitt 
had the last word: “If there’s anyone who 
thinks my horse won’t be in front after 
three-quarters. and the rest of the way, too. 
they can bet me.” 

Pitt was on the hook, but Bally Ache 
took him off in grand style. He made the 
pace under a good hold to the three- 
eighths-pole. burst to a 4-length lead, and 
had no difficulty repelling Victoria Park 
by 314 lengths. Keenation, the extreme out- 
sider at 163-1. ran an excellent race to 
finish third. 114 lengths behind Victoria 
Park and 1%4 lengths in front of All 
Hands. 

Pitt watched the race with Leonard 
Fruchtman. owner of Bally Ache. As Pitt 
watched the horses. Fruchtman called off 
the fractions. 

“When Leonard said they’d run the half 
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in :4535, I knew they’d never catch him,” 
Pitt said. 

Ussery, who made no mistakes this day, 
said Bally Ache had been loafing down the 
backside. 

“We made the lead lots easier than I 
expected,” Ussery said. “I expected Pied 
d'Or and Greek Page to make it rough. 
changed holds on him at the three- 
eighths-pole, and he took off like a shot. 
When I turned for home with those horses 
coming at me I really got to work on him; 
I wanted to open up as much as I could. 
He won with real confidence. They said 
he couldn’t go a mile and an eighth. The 
way he ran today, he can go 2 miles.” 

Pitt said Bally Ache would run in the 
Fountain of Youth Stakes and the Florida 
Derby at Gulfstream, then would ship to 
New York for the Wood Memorial.

Victoria Park, the 6-5 favorite. had 
broken slowly in the Flamingo but had 
attained striking position in fourth place 
mid-way in the backstretch. Second coming 
out of the far turn, he moved to within 2 
lengths of Bally Ache at the eighth-pole. 
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but Bally Ache had no difficulty pulling 
out to his decisive triumph. Guerin said 
he had no excuses. 

Hillsborough closed stoutly from last 
place to finish fifth, indicating that he 
would be heard from later. Pied d’Or was 
third for a half-mile, then stopped. Bour- 
bon Prince again refused to extend him- 
self. 

Pitt headed back for Sunshine Park, 
where he keeps the rest of his stable, 
mainly $2,000 platers. 

Ussery received a kiss from Mrs. Ussery. 
who told him, “You were beautiful.”

Los AncGetes. At the start of the Santa 
Anita Park season, Mr. and Mrs. L. I. 
Nelson decided, for personal reasons, to 
make a change in trainers. A friend rec- 
ommended H. C. McBride, a 45-year-old 
horseman who had campaigned with 
notable success since 1946 in California. 
Canada. Colorado, Nebraska, and Caliente. 

McBride. who grew up on a wheat farm 
at Greeley. Colo.—he still owns the place 


in partnership with his brother—had had 
mostly claimers in his charge. So, although 
he had never met the Nelsons, he was de- 
lighted to get their horses, which included 
the stakes winner Linmold. 

As a 2-year-old, Linmold had suffered 
a bow low on his left fore leg, and during 
the summer of his 3-year-o!ld season he had 
wrenched his right knee. He was a horse 
that had had considerable bad luck. 

But under McBride’s handling, Linmold 
showed steady improvement with each 
start, climaxing his career with a thrilling 
victory in a blanket finish to win the 23rd 
running of the $100,000-added Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

Only a head away at the wire was Mr. 
and Mrs. Ellwood B. Johnston’s Fleet Nas- 
rullah, with *Amerigo a nose farther back 
in third place, a neck ahead of Howard 
Keck’s 8-5 favorite Bagdad. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Silver Spoon was fifth, with Meadow 
Stable’s First Landing 11th in the field 
of 12. 

Linmold was named for a foundry owned 
by the Nelsons and called the Linmold 
Company, at Compton, Calif. They have 
been in the sport since 1953, when they 
bought the filly Quillo Maid, which was 


Linmold upset the favorites with a come-from-behind triumph over Fleet Nasrullah (on the rail) and *Amerigo (4) in 
the Santa Anita Handicap. The *Khaled colt ran the 1144 miles in 2:00%, four-fifths of a second under the track record. 
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cut out to be a real good one, but had 
more than her share of tough luck. Style 
Parade, dam of Linmold, was purchased 
by the Nelsons for $4,000 although there 
was little to recommend her except that 
she was by *Blenheim II. The Nelsons 
sent her to the court of *Khaled, and Lin- 
mold, now a 4-year-old, was the result of 
that mating. 

Fleet Nasrullah, as everyone expected, 
had the speed of the field, taking charge 
at the break. Beautifully rated by veteran 
Ralph Neves, he had a margin of from 1 toe 
3 lengths as he went the first quarter in 
:2244, the half-mile in. :4675. 6 furlongs 
in 1:1044. and the mile in 1:3574. 

When he turned for home, Fleet Nas- 
rullah was still a bit more than a length 
on top, and he led down to the last few 
strides before Linmold was able to shove 
his head to the front. *Amerigo, charging 
down the middle of the track, would have 
gone by both in another stride or two, and 
Bagdad, after being in a pocket for virtual- 
ly the entire mile and a quarter. closed 
boldly along the rail as the wire came up. 
He may not have caught *Amerigo, but he 
would have collared Linmold and Fleet 
Nasrullah in another couple of jumps. 

Bagdad’s troubles had begun on the 
backstretch. Fleet Nasrullah, as related. 
was out in front by a couple of lengths. 
followed by Linmold along the rail. and 
How Now farther out toward the middle 
of the track. Behind How Now, the horses

Royal Orbit Retired 


The 1959 Preakness winner Royal Orbit 
has been retired to the stud at the Conejo 
Ranch of Ed Janss Jr. and Dr. Jack K. 
Robbins, Thousand Oaks. Calif. 

A chestnut colt by *Royal Charger— 
Admirals Belle. by War Admiral. Royal 
Orbit was foaled April 25, 1956, at Leslie 
Combs Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 
At the 1957 Keeneland summer sales, his 
breeder. the late Louis B. Mayer, acting 
through Humphrey S. Finney, bought him 
in for $17,000, and when the Mayer estate’s 
stock was dispersed in January, 1958, the 
colt was taken by the late Jacques Braun- 
stein for $19,000. 

Royal Orbit broke his maiden in his 
fourth race, and the best performances of 
his 2-year-old season were his victory in 
the Los Feliz Stakes and his second to 
*Tomy Lee in the Del Mar Futurity. 

Trainer Reggie Cornell, who had had 
a disappointing experience with Silky 
Sullivan in the 1958 classics, again pointed 
for the big races. Royal Orbit was third 
to Finegan and *Tomy Lee in the San 
Felipe Handicap, second to Silver Spoon 
in the Santa Anita Derby, second to Finne- 
gan in the Yerba Buena Handicap, third 
to Finnegan and Monk’s Hood in the Cali- 
fornia Derby. The colt then was sent to 
Churchill Downs, where in a division of

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the Derby Trial Stakes he was third to 
Open View and Finnegan. 

Royal Orbit finished a strong fourth to

According to data from the Paris head- 
quarters of the Union Nationale Interpro- 
fessionnelle du Cheval, there were 3,792 
Thoroughbred horses which raced on the 
flat in France in 1959, of which 1.587 were 
winners of a total of 2.634 races. Their 
total earnings on the flat were 2.233,067,- 
260 francs. 

The average money per starter was 
588.889 francs. To illustrate what has hap- 
pened in French racing and to the value 
of the franc, it may be noted that the aver- 
age money per horse in 1959 was 28 per 
cent higher than in 1957; it was 3.23 times 
the average of 1949; more than 40 times 
the average of 1939; and more than 154 
times the average of 1919, 

A part of the increase is a reflection of 
the financial growth of French racing: 
the remainder is a reflection of receding 
value in the monetary unit. There is no 
point, in any case, in comparing French 
earnings in 1959 with French earnings of 
previous years. If the difference in time 
runs to 10 or 20 years, it becomes almost 
as pointless as comparing nectarines and 
bales of hay. 

Fortunately, the distortion may be avoid- 
ed by appraising each year’s earnings on 
the basis of average opportunity: Thanks 
to the initiative and diligence of M. Jean 
Romanet in furnishing the raw material. 
we now have an accumulation of 11 years 
of average-earnings index data for sires in 
France. 

The record of Prince Bio’s runners in 
France, covering the 1l-year period begin- 
ning in 1949, illustrates the manner in 
which use of the average-earnings index 
tends to provide a more uniform standard 
than the raw figures. 

The gross earnings of Prince Bio’s pro- 
geny in 1959 were more than in 1957, but 
when the totals of the 2 years are divided

in 1959 and 459.345 in 1957, it is found 
that the 1959 total was 61.53 times the 
average expectation. whereas the smaller 
sum earned in 1957 was equivalent to the 
earnings of 63.42 average runners in that 
year. A still smaller total in 1954 produced 
a higher adjustment (earnings divided by 
the year’s average) than in either of these 
2 years. 

In sum, the 326 year-starters by Prince 
Bio earned as much as would have been 
expected of 768.24 year-starters at the 
average rate for each year, or 2.36 times 
average expectation per starter per year. 

In 1959 there were 200 sires represented 
by at least 5 flat runners each in France. 
Eight of these, or 4 per cent, had indexes 
above that of Prince Bio. whose progeny 
earned 2.68 times the average expectation 
of 588.889 frances per starter. The 32 per 
cent whose progeny had racing indexes of 
1.00 and upward in 1959 are given in an 
accompanying tabulation. 

The names of Nimbus and *Tulyar 
stand at the top of this list, with respec- 
tive indexes of 4.95 and 4.50 for a few 
runners. Among the sires with much larger 
representation, Vandale had the high index 
of 3.67 for the year. and he was the leading 
sire in point of gross earnings, with more 
than 88 million francs.

of sires according to their cumulative rec- 
ords for the 1949-59 period. It includes 
only horses represented by at least 20 
year-starters and by at least one runner in 
1959. Tenerani’s name remains at the top, 
because of Ribot’s victories in 2 renewals 
of the Prix de PAre de Triomphe. Pan, 
which ranks second, has been repurchased 
from Australia as a result of the exploits 
of progeny left behind in France. Bran- 
tome and the young Tantieme have the 
best records for sires with more than 50 
vear-starters. Djebel, Pharis, and Relic 
are the leaders among sires with more ex- 
tensive records. The data for Djebel and 
Pharis are incomplete, of course, since 
they had offspring racing before 1949. 

Of the sires represented by runners in 
1959, a total of 261 had an accumulated 
total of 20 year-starters or more; 15.7 per 
cent of these had cumulative indexes up- 
ward of 1.60, and 34.0 per cent were at 
the level of 1.00 or higher. 

Numerous stallions prominent in French 
racing have been imported to the U. S. 
or bred in the U. S. and exported to 
Europe. Of special interest is the case of 
the wartime German champion *Nord- 
licht. by Oleander out of the unbeaten 
Nereide. Dr. Walter Mattingly sent * Nord- 
licht to France for the 1952 breeding sea- 
son, and the few runners representing the 
horse have earned about twice the average 
expectation. Fils du Roi was the best of 
these on the flat; [lluminee’s still larger 
earnings over jumps are not counted here. 

Among the sires excluded from the list

During the Balmoral meeting, only 8 
per cent of the races were contested at 
1,4; miles or beyond. Arlington’s percent- 
age was 11. Washington Park’s 14, Sports- 
man’s Park 22. Hawthorne’s 24. It was 
rather startling to discover that little 
Sportsman’s Park had such an edge in 
this statistic over 3 of its bigger neigh- 
bors. 

If memory serves, Washington Park 
used to hold a marathon series leading 
up to a finale of 4 miles or thereabouts. 
This. it seemed. was a little too far. But 
the fans loved the races. We recently 
reminisced about a horse called English 
Harry in one of these marathons. Last 
time around the final bend, Harry got 
tired, took an unwilling jockey to the 
outside fence at the top of the stretch. 
and casually leaned against it to get his 
wind back. Several readers reported that 
they remembered the race well, and wasn't 
it too bad they didn’t run such races 
any more. 

The 1960 stakes program for Balmoral- 
Arlington-Washington discloses 30 races 
with $1,290,000 in added money. A year 
ago there were 28 stakes carrying $1-. 
365.000. with 18 overnights worth $10,000 
each. This season. the slate calls for 15 
overnights worth $10,000 and 1 at $12.000. 

The 1960 program puts even stronger 
emphasis on the 20-year-old Arlington- 
Washington policy of “bigger purses for 
better horses.” management said. 

A new stakes has been scheduled. the 
$15.000-added Olympia Handicap, at 6 
furlongs on the grass. Renewed after a 
lapse of 2 years is the $40.000-added Chi- 
cagoan Stakes, for 3-year-olds. 

Of the 30 stakes. 9 will be staged at 
1, miles or more. Longest stakes on the 
dirt will be at 114 miles; on the grass. 
1; miles. 

Regretably. the Washington Park 
Handicap. won by Round Table at 11x 
miles last season, resumes its previous 
distance of 1 mile. In 1958, Round Table 
was trounced by Clem in the one-mile 
handicap. 

The 97-day meeting loses one of its 6 
$100.000-added races, the value of the 
Arlington Handicap, at 1,4; miles on the 
turf, having been sliced in half. As a 
whole, however, the grass program has 
been strengthened. The Arlington Classic 
remains at a mile, the American Derby 
at 114 miles. If the Classic were run at 
114 miles. the American Derby at 1'% 
miles. they would have some significance.

Respiratory Diseases of Thoroughbred Horses 


Introduction by Clarkson Beard, president of Grayson Foundation 


The following article [by Dr. E. R. Doll] presents a review of research that has 
been conducted on respiratory diseases and abortions at the Department of Animal 
Pathology, Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station, since 1947, when the Grayson 
Foundation initiated support of research on equine diseases in Kentucky. In all fairness. 
it must be pointed out that veterinarians in the Department of Animal Pathology had 
maintained organized research projects on diseases of the horse during the preceding 
30 years. Progress of that research, however, often was limited because of lack of funds 
and facilities. The assistance of the Grayson Foundation resulted in greatly improved 
facility. in acquisition of new personnel, in considerable expansion of research projects. 
and in increased productivity of the research effort. 

The review ... provides an example of what may be accomplished for their interests 
when horsemen get together in an organized effort. .. . It also demonstrates that findings 
of research workers, which at first seem unrelated, eventually may be fitted together 
to provide a comprehensive understanding 
of a problem. 

The initial grant by the Grayson Founda- 
tion was for research to develop a means 
of controlling an abortion problem of 
mares caused by a virus infection. Hemo- 
lytic disease of newborn foals and use of 
antibiotics for control of bacterial infec- 
tions were investigated concurrently. .. . 


fetus. Procedures were developed whereby 
hemolytic jaundice could be prevented by 
selecting compatible matings for mares 
known to be producers of jaundiced foals, 
and by withholding the foals from suckling 
until the colostrum was removed. An effec- 
tive treatment was developed by adapting 
replacement transfusion techniques to 


Hemolytic disease (jaundice) of new- 
born foals was investigated intensively 
from 1946 through 1950. The cause of the 
disease was found to be an immunization 
of the mare against blood cells of the 


practical usage in sick foals. 
Investigations of antibiotic therapy were 
restricted to determining susceptibility of 
bacteria causing disease of horses to the 
available antibiotics, to clinical studies on

young foals, and to genital infections. This 
research disclosed many of the areas of 
usefulness of penicillin, streptomycin, and 
aureomycin for equine diseases. 

Dr. J. H. Drudge is preparing a prac- 
tical review covering progress and results 
of research at the University of Kentucky 
on parasites of the horse. The manuscript 
covers various aspects of the research and 
recommendations for control of parasites 
on farms. It will be published in the 
near future.

The Viruses 
By Dr. E. R. 


This presentation must be oriented by 
a brief outline of what is now known of 
the respiratory disease (influenza) com- 
plex of horses. During the last decade it 
has been established that the disease form- 
erly described as equine influenza was not 
a single entity. There are. however. several 
distinct virus diseases which may have 
similar symptoms and similar complica- 
tions. Three separate diseases have been 
identified. each of which may be fitted into 
the complex of disorders formerly de- 
scribed as influenza. 


We have the disease that we are now 
identifying as rhinopneumonitis of horses. 
This disease was initially investigated in 
Kentucky as equine virus abortion. in Vir- 
ginia as equine influenza. and later in 
Maryland as equine influenza. The dis- 
ease is primarily a respiratory infection 
with abortion occurring as a sequel of in- 
fection in pregnant mares. 

We have another disease now identified 
as viral arteritis of horses. The virus was 
isolated by us from an outbreak in Ohio 
several years ago. It may produce a mild 
disease resembling rhinopneumonitis. or a 
very severe or fatal disease. When preg- 
nant mares are affected. there may be 
severe losses from abortion. The disease 
is not as widespread and does not occur 
as often as rhinopneumonitis. Viral arter- 
itis appears to be the epizootic cellulitis- 
pinkeye syndrome described in_ early 
writings on equine influenza. 

A third virus was isolated from horses 
during an epizootic that swept through 
eastern Europe in 1956. This virus is a 
typical member of the group of viruses 
causing influenza of man and swine. It has 
characteristics which set it apart as a dif- 
ferent type. but it possesses many prop- 
erties that identify it as one of the numer- 
ous types of influenza viruses. The uncom- 
plicated virus infection causes a fever and 
a mild respiratory catarrh. Complications. 
when they occur. are a mucopurulent 
rhinitis (snots). laryngitis, and tracheitis 
with coughing. and pneumonia. A reason- 
ably extensive testing of serums from 
horses indicates that the disease is present 
in the United States. However. it has not 
been positively identified by isolation of

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the virus or by showing a difference in the 
degree of reaction in acute phase and con- 
valescent serums. It is not clear if the dis- 
ease caused by this virus was included in 
the early literature on equine influenza. 
European investigators contend that the 
disease caused by this virus should be 
named equine influenza. Since the disease 
is caused by a typical influenza virus, this 
terminology would seem appropriate and 
acceptable. In this event, it would be 
necessary for clarity and accuracy to avoid 
use of the term influenza for other diseases 
of the horse. 

Presently. we are able to specifically 
identify 3 distinct viruses that cause res- 
piratory disease and systemic illness of 
the horse. These diseases are equine rhino- 
pneumonitis which was investigated earlier 
as virus abortion and influenza, viral arter- 
itis of horses, which apparently was form- 
erly described clinically influenza, 
epizootic cellulitis. and pinkeye, and final- 
ly a true equine influenza caused by a 
virus typical of the group causing influ- 
enza of man and swine. 


Equine Rhinopneumonitis 


The initial research on the rhinopneu- 
monitis virus abortion problem was direct- 
ed toward evaluation of a vaccine prepared 
from tissues of equine fetuses, toward lab- 
oratory investigations for developing pro- 
cedures of propagating the virus in small 
laboratory hosts. and toward diagnostic 
tests for identifying the virus. 

The first success in the basic laboratory 
studies was development of a complement 
fixation test for the virus. This test enabled 
us to identify the rhinopneumonitis virus 
by serum tests, to measure one type of 
antibody response to vaccination, and to 
study the prevalence and spread of the 
disease on farms and in other areas where 
horses were maintained. Use of the test 
for measuring antibody response resulted 
in several modifications in preparation and 
use of the vaccine prepared from tissues of 
equine fetuses. This vaccine was abandon- 
ed several years ago when we found that 
it was the principal factor responsible for 
sensitizing mares against red blood cells 
with subsequent jaundice in the newborn 
foal. 

The complement fixation test was used 
extensively for determining the reaction 
status of all horses on farms at the time 
that the first abortion occurred. Through 
these tests. we learned that on nearly all 
farms almost every horse had been infected 
prior to occurrence of the first abortion 
from rhinopneumonitis virus infection. 
This was true, regardless of whether the 
horse was young or old, male or female, 
pregnant or barren. These findings indi- 
cated that in most instances the virus had 
spread over the entire farm some time 
prior to the first abortion. Status of the 
horses did not change after abortion, ex-

cept for receding degrees of reaction. In- 
quiry into disease status of the horses 
pointed to a prior respiratory infection as 
the probable cause of the positive test. 

Our finding that the positive comple- 
ment fixation tests appeared to be asso- 
ciated with the colds or snots occurring in 
weanlings prompted us to study experi- 
mental infection of young horses with virus 
obtained from aborted fetuses. Weanlings 
were inoculated by several routes and the 
response was a febrile disease accompanied 
by serious nasal catarrh which infrequent- 
ly became mucopurulent (snots). The dis- 
ease was accompanied by a reduction of 
circulating white blood cells. It resembled 
in many ways a disease described as mild 
equine influenza. 

After these findings. an extensive sur- 
vey was conducted for determining the 
prevalence and cycle of infection of young 
horses on farms in Kentucky. Serums were 
tested monthly by the complement fixation 
procedure to determine when infection oc- 
curred. In mid-summer nearly all foals had 
negative tests. The number of positives 
increased slightly in September. A high 
incidence of positive reactors was found 
in October and November. The number of 
new reactors decreased progressively in 
December and January. On some farms, 
no illness was observed. but on most farms 
the development of positive tests was close- 
ly associated with the occurrence of colds 
or snots in the sucklings and weanlings. 
The evidence associating the virus causing 
abortion with the respiratory infection in 
weanlings was quite convincing. 

Other research. which was being con- 
ducted concurrently in Europe and at the 
University of Maryland. eventually was 
found to be closely allied to the research 
in Kentucky. Investigators in Europe had 
observed that young horses exposed to 
virus from aborted fetuses developed a 
respiratory catarrh and fever. They regard- 
ed it as a mild form of equine’ influenza. 
Prior to World War II. Army veterinarians 
at Front Royal, Va.. investigated a dis- 
ease regarded as influenza and recovered 
a virus that could be propagated by serial 
passage in wig _This virus was main- 
tained by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture during the war, and later it was 
investigated at the University of Mary- 
land through a project that was sponsored 
by the Grayson Foundation. 


A technical development of considerable 
importance in success of the research pro- 
gram was our finding that the virus could 
be introduced directly into the fetus 
carried by pregnant mares. and that 100 
per cent of fetuses so inoculated would be 
aborted. This procedure enabled us to 
maintain strains of virus and to positively 
identify this virus when it was present in 
tissue of horses or laboratory animals. 
Soon thereafter the virus was adapted to 
suckling Syrian hamsters. After successive

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passages in hamsters of increasing ages, 
the virus propagated extremely well in this 
host. The hamster-virus system has _pro- 
vided a sensitive laboratory tool for virus 
neutralization tests which serve for spe- 
cifically identifying the virus, for diag- 
nostic tests, for evaluating the antibody 
response to vaccination, for determining 
various physical and chemical properties 
of the virus, and as a source of virus for 
preparing experimental vaccines. After 
propagating the virus in hamsters, it was 
adapted to grow in the embryonated 
chicken egg. This technique, however, has 
not been useful either for laboratory pro- 
cedures or for producing vaccine. 

In 1953, after we at Kentucky had de- 
veloped several dependable laboratory 
procedures, we decided to compare our 
abortion virus with the influenza virus iso- 
lated by the Army veterinarians. The 2 
viruses were found to be identical. Each 
produced abortion with identical lesions 
in the aborted fetuses. Each virus infected 
hamsters and chicken embryos and_pro- 
duced identical lesions in each host. Horses 
infected by one virus were immunized 
against the other. There was reciprocal 
virus neutralization and reciprocal comple- 
ment fixation in laboratory tests. Essential 
criteria for verifying the identity of the 2 
viruses were satisfied. This virus type is 
now identified as equine rhinopneumonitis 
virus.

Our finding that the virus causing abor- 
tion was in fact one causing frequent 
respiratory disease of horses led us to 
analyze all available data for obtaining a 
perspective upon the incidence and occur- 
rence of abortions as they might be re- 
lated to the respiratory infection occurring 
each fall and winter in the young horses. 
It was feund that abortions from  rhino- 
pneumonitis virus infection had not  oc- 
curred in July and August. Very few abor- 
tions occurred in September, October, No- 
vember, May. and June. Of 357 abortions. 


7 per cent were in December, 18 per cent 
in January. 30 per eent in February, 28 per 
cent in March, and 12 per cent in April. 
Ninety-five per cent of outbreaks were 
initiated in December, January, February, 
March, and April. with 66 per cent start- 
ing in January, February, and March. 
Incubation periods for abortion are 
known to vary from 3 weeks to 3 months 
or longer after known exposure. As noted 
previously, outbreaks of respiratory dis- 
ease in weanlings usually occur in Oc- 
tober. November. or December. and occa-

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sionaliy in January. Mares on the farms 
often are exposed when the disease occurs 
in the young horses. If one adds 30 to 90 
days incubation for abortion to the Oc- 
tober-January period, when the disease is 
prevalent in young horses. the time is ad- 
vanced to January, February. and March. 
when most outbreaks of abortion occur. 
This investigation definitely identified the 
annual epizootic infection that occurs in 
young horses in the fall as an important 
source of virus for infecting pregnant 
mares. 

After finding that the rhinopneumonitis 
virus could be propagated in hamsters. 
tissues from this animal were used to pro- 
duce a killed-virus vaccine. The vaccine 
was used in field trials to obtain informa- 
tion on its influence on abortiogs occur- 
ring on farms, and it was tested experi- 
mentally to determine if it would protect 
young horses against respiratory infection. 
The antibody response following vaccina- 
tion of mares was generally of low degree. 
and there was almost no response among 
weanlings. The incidence of abortions by 
mares was not importantly influented. Sev- 
eral vaccinations of young horses did not 
provide any demonstrable protection 
against the respiratory disease caused by 
the rhinopneumonitis virus. The failure to 
obtain satisfactory protection and several 
undesirabie side reactions caused us to 
abandon the killed-virus vaccines and in-
